Sir,—Having learned that Mr. {jriah 
Wilson has tho assurance to sa^ that 
it was through his efforts tho Govern¬ 
ment was induced to give us our new

that in Belleville. Parliament was 
dissolved, but tho grant promised me 
was erffrried 014 , and the building is a 
credit to the town and a great comfort 
to those who frequent„thore, as well as 
to our popular Postmaster and his 
assistants. Before 1 had succeeded in 
getting the promise of a grant from 
the Government, Mr. Uriah Wilson, 
the then Mayor of the town, visited 
Ottawa, and when 1 met him xny first

A GOOD MEETING 

A routing meeting in the interest of £. 
B. Swiiaer was held in the Opera Hall on 
Tuesday afternoon. There was a large 
number in attendance and the meeting was 
enthusiastiothroughout. Mr. M. O. Bogart 
aoted as obairman in an able manner, and 
after a few introductory remarks invited 
Mr. Wilaon and Mr. Stevens or anyone in 
their behalf to the platform. No response 
was made to the invitation. Mr. D. W 
Allison was the tirst speaker called upon 
Mr. Allison on rising was greeted with 
applause. He had not come prepared to 
make a speech and would not detain them 
long. The present eleotion was the most 
unique sinoe confederation as formerly we 
only had two parties while at present we 
have four distinct parties. Notwithstand¬ 
ing this, however there must be two great 
predominating parties. He said he would 
not discuss the merits of the various parties 
before the public but would confine him¬ 
self to the two old parties. In an able 
speech he showed how the Reformers baa 
secured responsible Government and the 
seoulariz&tion of the Qlergy reserves. He 
dwelt on the ill effect* of the N. P. and 
showed that present Government was unfit 
to manage the affairs of the country. One 
section of the Government said the other 
section didn’t know anything and the other 
half called the other section a “nest of 
traitors.” They were condemned out of 
their own mouth. Some or.e asserted that 
protection had made the Uuited States 
rich. In the States we find that 74 per 
cent of the wealth is divided among 9 per 
cent of the population. In concluding his 
address Mr. Allison said he was going to 
vote for a farmer. 

Mr. T. O. Currie made an excellent ad¬ 
dress and was listened to with close attent¬ 
ion. He dwelt at considerable length on 
Grand Secretary Welch’s betrayal of the 
confidence reposed in him and effectually 
disposed of the alleged oonBriraoy between 
the Grits, Patrons and McCarthyites to 
oust the Government. Welsh had been 
the trusted Secretary of the Patrons for 
five years and at the end of that time he 
conld not reveal anything againBt the ordi-r 
that could not bo refuted upon the public 
platform. The speech which Welch had 
made was a type-written one carefully pre 
pared months before and was delivered at 
Soarboro before five men, a Free Press 
reporter and 12 boys Previous to making 
the address Welch had spent the week with 
Dr. Montague and John Haggart. He 
didn't know how much Welch had received 
from Montague and Haggart, but whatever 
price they had paid too dear. The speaker 
dwelt on the iniquitous gerrymander act, 
Bupperariuations and the senate. Dr. 
Montague and John Haggart and other 
cabinet ministers went around the country 
in 1894 saying they could see no evidence 
of hard times. In 1894* there was eleven 
million dollars in chattel mortgages grant¬ 
ed in the Province of Ontario alone. It 
njw takes more than all the beef, pork, 
cheeee and butter that we exported to 
Great Britain to pay tho interest on our 
debts, and be challenged any man to dia 
prove this statement. He then showed 
that the farmer received no protection. 
Take a three-year.old bullock, tho finished 
product of the farmer, and there wa* no 
protection on it. Take the hide of that 
bullock and there was no protection on it. 
^L,700,000 worth of hides were shipped into 
Canada from the United States last year 
and there was not one cent of duty levied 
upon them. Bo soon as those hides wero 
manufactured into leather a duty of from 
1"> to 25 per cent was put upon them. The 
shoemaker and the harness maker had to 
pay an increased price for the leather so a 
duty of 20 per cent was granted to them 
upon their harness and shoes. Not one 
cent of this duty went into the coffers of 
the country. The speaker then took up 
the 0 cents per gallon duty on coal oil 
and handled the subjec f in an able manner.

thing the farmers have had to sell has 
been downward, the mortgages have 
kept growing, and to day we have 
to pay about $20,000,00o annually in 
depreciateck^products, as interest on 
our loans. The country has been 
virtually living in the present a^t 
the expense of the future and 
no heed has been paid to the 
reckoning day that is sure to 
follow. When, the Minister of Finance 
found that the revenue of the country 
was inadequ/te to meet the expendi* 
ture, instead of shortening sail, he 
hied himself over to England aud 
borrowed more money. Millions of 
dollars have been wasted in sink holes 
like the Tay Canal, while the country 
was Reeling acutely the pinch of hard 
times. When we think how money 
has been passed out of the treasury 
chest to dishonest contractors and 
political wtre pullers to be returned 
through this channel to the credit of 
the Government’s election fund it is 
not to be wondered that the public 
debt increased from $140,000,000 in 
1878 to $250,000,000 in 1895. The 
N. P. has fostered combines and 
monopolies, but by no means has it 
been a boom to legitimate manufac¬ 
turers. It has injured agriculture, 
our chief industry, and while we have 
spent millions in inducing immigrants 
to land on these shores, the country 
during the last ten years hAs not 
retained its natural increase in popula¬ 
tion. The present Government retains 
hostile tariff against the mother 
country that discriminates against 
England in favor of the United States, 
t bonuses steamships to provide the 
Australian farmers with Canadian 
mado implements at a lower price than 
they caff be purchased for in Canada. 
It provides for the cheap importation 
of Australian mutton, hides aud butter 
into Cauada. It favors a supperanua- 
tiou system that costs the country 
$200,000 a year. It is a government 
that has passed hundreds of orders-in- 
council in favor of the manufacturer, 
and not one in favor of the farmer. 
It has increased tho expenditure from 
$23,000,000 in 1878 to $37,000,000 in 
1894. It has been a vacillating, 
corrupt and incompetent Government 
aud the business interests of the 
country have suffered in consequence. 
It is a government that has as its chief 
policy the coercion of a sister province 
aud is pledged to 1 pass tile Remedial 
Bill although its passage threatens 
to disintegrate confederation.

Tupper’s bold attempt to 
bully the members of the House and 
his laudation of himself is deserving 
of the disgust and contempt that it has 
engendered. In form ing bis Cabinet 
the •• Old War Horse” has sandwiched 
n all tho available members of IiIh 
family and in this connection it is well 
to note that the Globe publicly asserts, 
and no denial on the part of the min¬ 
isters is forthcoming, that the Tappers 
have passed a seciet order in council 
granting over twelve millions of dol¬ 
lars to ;>0 or (JO railway projects. 
There are reasons to be alarmed at the 
unscrupulous hands Canada’s affairs 
have fallen into nor is it to be wonder¬ 
ed at that honest men are casting aside 
their old party affiliations and uniting 
to hurl such men from power. -Men 
who will secretly organize a raid on 
the treasury on the eve of a general 
election for their own aggrandiz ment 
are unfit to be entrusted with office. 
Tupper dynasty has fattened at the 
public crib long enough. It is high 
Ume they were turned down. Sir 
Charles Tupjjei was a j?ooynan when 
he entered public life—he is now a 
millionaire. Whore did he get his 
money ? 

The present Government is tvedded 
to tho National Policy which has 
restricted trade and unduly hampered 
the farmer. Under this policy our 
national debt has increased $ 100 , 000 ,- 
000 . Under it the private and public 
loans of the last eighteen years reached 
to more than the great total of $450,- 


educational affairs. They favor the 
reservation of the public lands for the 
actual settler and had this been adopt¬ 
ed twelve or fifteen years ago the 
population of Manitoba and the North-, 
west Territories would have been a 
great deal larger than It is to-day. 
"Purity of Administration and absolute 
Indejiendeneo of Parliament and rigid 
economy in every departmet of the 
public service” are prominent planks 
in Mr. Switzer’s platform. Do away 
with Tay Canal*, Curran Bridges and 
Hudson Bay Railways and the public 
exjienditure can be reduced not by 
thousands but by millions of dollars. 

“The abolition of the Cauadiati 
Senate,” which Mr. Switzer favors 
would entail an annual paving 
$150,000.” 

“Tariff for revenue only and 
adjusted as to fall as far as possible 
upon the luxuries and not upon tho 
necessarltes of life is what Mr. Switzer 
advocates. Under the N. P. the tariff 
is so adjusted that it unduly "enhances 
the price of nearly every article the 
j»oor man has to bfiy, while the dearer 
articles of tiie rich man are more light, 
ly taxed. Under the present tariff, 
diamonds are free while the cottons 
and tweeds of the poor man are taxed 
35 per cent. Oil of the attar of roses 
is admitted free while coal oil bears 
tax of 100 per cent. Tho N. P. taxes 
champagne 35 per cent, while ric<*, 
staple necessity, is taxed 70 per cent 
Corn for the distiller Is admitted into 
Canaduda free, while com intended 
for t*se by the faring is taxed. These 
are only a few of the many glaring 
inequalities of the N. P. tariff. 

“ltecip local trude on fair terms 
between Canada and tho world,” 
is a i»roininent plank in Mr.' Switzer’s 
platform. What the farmers and 
peojdc of Canada requiio is markets 
for their surplus production and this 
Mr. Switzer will endeavor to secure for 
them. 

Mr Switzer favors “ effectual legis¬ 
lation that will protect labor and tbs 
results of labor Lorn those combina¬ 
tions and monopolies which unduly 
encbauce the price of the articles j>ro< 
dueed by such combinations * and 
monopolies.” Ho is also oj>posed to 
the bonusing of railways by Govern¬ 
ment grants. Ho is opposed tooth and 
nail to the iniquitous Franchise Act 
Act which costs the country 
thousands of dollars and makes it 
jiossible for crafty and unscrupulous 
Iiartisaus to rob honest citizens of 
their franchise. 

Mr. Switzer is an honest, industrious, 
farmer, with a good platform, which 
he has consistently advocated ever 
s lice he received his nomination. He 
is a man who can be relied upon to 
stand by the principles which be 
advocates. Honest and loyal men of 
Lennox—you who have a hope in the 
bright future in store for this young 
and badly misgoverned country see to 
it that* you mark your ballots for 
Edmund B. Switzer and good govern 
ment on the 23rd of June.

PROF. 8ELWYN TALKS OH THE LAU- 
RENTIAN ROCKS. 


The IilitlBfulihad Canadian 
They Wo rm id Fort of 
Oriflul Cru**-The General Conalu- 
«(om Arrived At* 1 

President D. Stlwyn, C.M.O., F.R. 8 ., 
delivered an address to tbe Fellows of 
the Koyial Society and their friends in 
the Normal School In Ottawa recently 
on the origin and evolution &t arcb- 
uo an rocks, with remarks and opinions 
on other geological subjects. These 
urchacan rocks are the Laurentian for¬ 
mations and Dr. Selwyn claims for them 
the position of being of the original 
crust of the earth, which' formed at 
one time the cooling process. He re¬ 
minded the audience that the deepest 
ocean and highest mountain were to 
the earth's diameter, just what the 
roughness on the skin of an apple or 
orange were to the whole fruit. He 
also remarked that there was more 
truth than poetry in the generally un¬ 
relieved statement that stones grow. 
On several points Dr. Selwyn differed 
" 1 th geologists who were guided by 
theory or governed by authority. He 
said geology as well as theology was 
often hampered by these. With a diam¬ 
eter of the earth, Dr. Selwyn explain¬ 
ed how very little was known of the 
Interior of this globe. He had also a 
| map of the Province of Victoria, Aus¬ 
tralia, where fifty years ago he pur¬ 
veyed the granite formations and dr»w 
certain conclusions there from which 
subsequent observation had not caused 
him to alter. 

in speaking of the ages which must 
have pussed during the earth’s history, 
he noted that eminent geologists differ 
from 28,000,000 to 350,000,000 of years, all 
of which went to show a very convinc¬ 
ing proof of our ignorance concerning 
this great subject. They might as well 
speculate as to the age of the universe. 
The conclusions he arrived at were: 

1 . —No ocean or hydrosphere In early 
or Lower Archaean ages; consequently 
no life. 

2 . —First evidence of oceanic of aque¬ 
ous und eruptive volcanlu action in 
Upper Archaean of Huronlan forma¬ 
tions. 

3 . —Stratiform structure Is not in it¬ 
self evidence of aqueous deposition. 

•t —Original lgneo crystalline und ron- 
£iqu»*o-s< diim ntHt y character of all 
Lower Archaean rocks. 

5 .-Granite, like its congener, lava or 
trap, was formed at many geological 
I 'M od .4 by forces operating at limited 
depths within the lithosphere giving 
rise to guseous and tliermochernical 
solutions, fusion und crystallization. 

»! -Granite Is rarely, if ever, lntru- 
rlve nnd never unless Archaean age, 
eruptive. 

7 — N Ither the formation of granite 
nor volcanic eruptions are the result of. 
or are influenced by central heat. 

8 —Land arnl water, or oceans and 
continents, have repeatedly changed 
places In the millions of years during 
which this triune sphere had been de¬ 
veloping Itself, always in u progressive 
never In n retrogressive manner, as 
Is implied by the recurrence to Central 
heat from which we started

of High Speed. 

As an Instance showing how expen¬ 
sive speed becomes, an instructive com¬ 
parison can be made between the n.'W 
lStilish naval vessel Desperate and the 
Cumin! Line steamer Lucanla. The 
forrtler Is at present the fastest vessel 
in 'the world, having shown a speed of 
31 knots, or about 30 miles an hour, 
and the Lueania being the fastest p»s- 
M-nger steamer. The Cunurder is a 
i::,noo-ton boat, with 32,000 horse power, 
while the Desperate, one-fortieth as 
large, requires one-fourth the power. 
The conclusion is.* that to gain. say. 
one-third more speed, ten times the 
power must be used. 

To Prevent Hydrophobia,

paper “stutlng that a German physi¬ 
cian was going to die, and he wished 
to make known the discovery he had 
made In relation to the treatment of 
a mad dog bite.

r. w drops of muriatic acid fnt * the 
wound This wil neutralize the poison 
und prevent the disease which usually 
proves fatal.”—Boston Journal.
